The Sound Money Parade on Wednesday 


Night Eclipsed all Former Efforts. 


Hundreds of Voters Turned Out and 


Marched Through the Streets Carry­ 


ing Banners and Torches. 


The Minneapolis Tribune, which 
enjoys the distinction of being the 
only daily paper in Minneapolis that 
is supporting the Re publican plat­ 
form from top to bottom, is doing 
valiant work along the line of forcible 
and effective discussion of the issues 
of the hour and ta giving the silver 
opponents .all they can do to break 
the force of the argumenta to say 
nothing of trying to answer them.

The people of Brainerd who wit­ 
nessed the demonstrations on Wed­ 
nesday evening certainly saw a very 
pleasing sight.

tion, and from"!he cheers that went up 
it was plain to be seen that all en­ 
joyed the opportunity to show their 
Dolors for sound money, prosperity 
and the Nation’s honor.

Nevers and P. M. Lagerquist in a 
closed carried, awaited the enthu­ 
siastic marchers. 
lite procession 
again started, the speaker's carriage 
escorted by the mounted club closing 
up the rear. The line of march was 
then taken up to Front, Fifth, Laurel 
and down Sixth street to Pine and 
Eighth and up Eighth to the opera 
house, where aa immense throng of 
people had congregated. Here the 
procession formed in open order and 
as many of the men who had been in 
line as could find room in the spacious 
building filed in. 
The opera house 
was taxed to its utmost capacity and 
a large number were turned away. 
Extra seating capacity had been pro­ 
vided on the stage and they were all 
filled, as were the wings and every 
available space. 
After a song by the Sound Money 
Quartette, composed of Messrs. S. F. 
Alderman, J. P. Gardiner, E. O. Webb 
aud R. A. McKay, which was roundly 
applauded, J. T. Frater, as master of 
ceremonies, introduced the speaker.' 
Mr. Butterworth was greeted with 
cheers which made the building ring. 
The gentleman spoke for over an hour, 
and in brief said: 
“It happens in the lives of nations 
as in the lives of individuals that there 
come vicissitudes and perils. 
So far 
as our nation is concerned there is no 
difference of opinion as to the condi­ 
tion in which we find ourselves, and 
that vexes and perplexes us. We are 
confronted with many theories, and 
the ojreat question is how are we to 
deal with the condition that confronts 
Our industries are paralyzed.

a necessary result, consumption is 
abridged and the producer suffers 
with the consumer. Many men spend 
their time vociferating about the con­ 
dition, but it caunot be helped by 
making faces at it.

To Hon. William J. Bryan, Lincoln, Neb. 
—Dear Sir: 
At a convention of the Peo­ 
pled party beld at St. Louis from July 22 
to 25 of the current year, you were unani­ 
mously nominated for president of tbe 
United States, to be voted for at tbe ap­ 
proaching R*neral election. It was known 
at tbe time that you had been nominated by 
the Democratic party at It* convention beld 
at Chicago a few days before that time, 
and th at you would in all probability ac­ 
cept tbe same in a formal manner. Your 
nomination by tbe People’s party was not, 
therefore, made with any thought that you 
were a Popnllst, or that you accepted all 
tbe doctrines declared by the St. Louis 
platform.

to sr* jk-r cent of the initial energy 
of the carb on consu med In the 
ells. 
Now comes a writer iu the SepttHu b er 
nu mb er of the "Engineering .Magazine” 
with some alleged facts which are cal­ 
cu lated to dampen tin* ardor of the 
eh-otrical enthu siast. This writer jkiints 
; ou t the fact that while

pou nds ..f Car I miii is u s. d iu the tolls 
themselves in furnishing cu rrent for 
thirty itlcu ndeseo.it lamps of sixteen 
candle-power each for niu etecen hou rs, 
a qu antity of coal, whi. lt he estimates 
at eighty pou nds, is commu ted in the 
fu rnact* iu produ cing tin* not low tem- 
poratu te of a m degrees Fahrenheit, in 
melting the cau stic* soda element and 
maintaining the air b last.

garded as negligib le in the somewhat 
; rose-colored accou nt of the alleged dis- 
| eovery. If the critic’s premises 
are 
correet, it wou ld seem that the a n ­ 
nou ncement that the Boston electrician 
had su cceeded In evading the law <»f 
the conservation 
of 
energy was at 
least prematu re. 
At the same time the "Engineering 
Magazine" writer makes a statement 
which is fu lly as marvelou s as that 
which he criticises, and it will u n­ 
dou b tedly meet with its share of criti­ 
cism iu tu rn. Broadly stated, his con­ 
tention Is that modem gas-produ ciu g 
methods and appliances ha te virtu ally 
solved the vexed prob lem, and that tin* 
desired resu lt is reach *.I in u p-to-date 
gas works. According to his statement, 
per cent of the energy of coal is 
saved from the retorts, and the b y­ 
produ ets. which consist of coke u sed in 
the fu rnaces and sold, and coal tar 
and ammonia, produ ce enou gh to pay 
no per cent of the entire coal b ills.

Is certainly a less sentimental meth.kl 
of arriving at tin* resu lt desired, b u t if 
the premises are correct, it is impossi­ 
b le to escape tin* conclu sion. 
It shou ld In* 
said, in explanation, 
(terhnps, that tin* resu lt Is made possi­ 
b le b y the many u ses which science 
has fou nd for coal tar, once regarded 
as a nu isance and perplexing factor b y 
managers of gas works, the improved 
methods of u sing the coke produ cts tin 
der the retorts, and last, b u t not least, 
the saving of from 5oe to tine worth of 
commercial ammonia from each gross 
ton of coal.

In order to determine the effect of 
“com pact” ami "Ittose” soil u pou seed 
the horticu ltu ral stu dent in the short 
cou rse in agricu ltu re at Madison. Win., 
made the following experiments: 
Each stu dent u sed H» o white b eau s 
divided into two equ al lots. Before 
planting, the volu me of each lot was 
determined b y inju ring a given amou nt 
of w ater Into gradu ated tu b e*. and 
noting the difference iu height of tin* 
w ater 
when the b eana are added. 
They were then drained and at once 
planted iu tin Im.xcs with tight covers. 
The ls» x» *s were tilled one-third with 
moist garden soil, in whieli the ls*:ins 
wen* mixed and the su rface covered 
with an inch of soil. The same op­ 
eration was performed with the second 
lot. and iu addition a small Id.s-k of 
w.mm! was u sed to compress the soil 
ab ou t the lieans. As each stu dent pre­ 
pared two lots, this gave 1« *> cu ps, 
which were marked with la Is* Is giving 
stu dent’s name and volu me of Iteans, 
The cu ps were then placed for twenty 
fou r hou rs in a room at a temiieratu re 
of i » S to 7** degrees. Tin* volu me of 
t he 
Itcans of each lot was then determined 
with the following resu lt* The aver­ 
age Increase in volu me of the Im*:» iis in 
loose soil was 4»> per cent, in compact 
soil 71 per cent, 
ivte r llcndcrson re­ 
lates in "Hardening for I To lit” an ex- 
periment in which not one seed in a 
thou sand of celery, nor one in a hu n­ 
dred of cab ling.*, started iu strips of 
loose soli, while compacted strips gave 
an excellent stand. The u se of the f.*.*t 
or roller is b ased on the sam e princi­ 
ple. 
In the loose st.il there are I. ss 
points of contact of moist earth with 
the seed, cau sing less water to b e ale 
sorb ed, a slower germination, and rn 
u nfavorab le condition for its Im*s i de­ 
velopment. 
The concensu s of opinion is that a 
fin.*, firm seed b ed is preferab le to a 
loose soil.

Bu lletin No. 3s of M assachu setts sta­ 
tion contains a general discu ssion of 
fertilizers and gives several tab les of 
analysis. Laws requ iring the station 
to collect samples from retail dealers 
scattered over the state and to analyse 
these u u d pu b lish the resu lts have 
b rou ght ab ou t great car** on the part 
of the manu factu rers, and notab le im ­ 
provement in b oth the composition and 
mechanical condition of fertilisers. As 
soils differ, even iu the different fields 
of the sam e farm, no general ru le can 
b e given for fertilizing, except to apply 
those elements in which the soil is de­ 
ficient. and this can b e ascertained 
only b y trial. To ou t* small plat hi the 
field apply |*otash, to another phos­ 
phoric a d d , and to another nitrogen, 
ria n t and cu ltivate all alike and on 
same days. H ave all the plats the 
same size, and leave two or three of 
them u nfertilized for comparison. Nex; 
year apply those elements that pro- 
du ced tiie ljest resu lts as compared 
with the u nfertilized plats, and m rel­ 
ative qu antities pro|M>rtlonal to the re­ 
su lts. 
If the nitrogen plats gave twice 
the yield of the u nfertilized plais, and 
the | sit ash gave half as mu ch increase 
as the nitrogen and the phosphoric so Id 
gave no Increase, then let next year’s 
fertilizer contain twice as mu eli l iiro- 
gen as potash, ami no phosphate at all. 
It is a most commendab le practice To 
add commercial fertilizers to b arnyard 
manu re, as the m anu re contains b u lky 
material that will hold moistu re and 
k«*«*p tlie fertilizers from b eing wasted 
b y evaporation and b y leaehlng. 
I i b u ying fertilizers of the sane* kind 
always select those which arc finely 
pu lverized and driest. Rememb er iliat 
you b u y b y weight, and when you b u y 
we* or moist fertilizer you are paving 
a b .g price per pou nd for many pou nds 
of water. Two samples of fertilize.* of 
equ al pu rity may differ ."si to lftt per 
cent in valu e on accou nt of moistu re. 
Five samples of cotton need hu ll ashes 
analyzed were fou nd to contain 5 to lb 
pou nds of w ater to each lftk pou nds. 
The potash varied from 1» to ”s pou nds 
per loo pou nds, and phosphoric acid 
from 1 to 23 pou hds per loo. o f eight 
samples of cotton seed meal analyzed 
some contained b and others lo pou nds 
of w ater in each loo pou nds, and tin* 
nitrogen varied from *2 pou nds iu one 
sample to s in another per loo.

liqu id fertilizer for hou se plat ts. sold 
at 25 cents per I tot tie. was fou nd to 
contain b u t 2 or 3 cents worth of fer­ 
tilizing matter.

after a grasshopper year. This de­ 
pendence hi ton tin* grasshopper eggs 
for a living du ring their early stages 
explains their great variation in nu m ­ 
b ers from year to year. '1'In* b eetles 
are ravenou s feeders, and are thu s ca­ 
pab le of doing mu ch dam age in a sh >rt 
time; thu s we mu st in* on tin* lookou t 
for them and b e ready t<> fight them at 
once.

F e rtilise r* . 
Bulletin No. 38 of M assachusetts sta ­ 
tion c o n ins a general discussion of 
fertilizers aud gives several tables of 
analysis. L aw s requiring the statio n 
to collect sam ples from retail dealers 
scattered over the sta te and to analyse 
these and publish the results have 
brought about g reat care on the p art 
of the m anufaeturers.^aud notable im ­ 
provem ent in both the com position and 
m echanical condition of fertilizers. As 
soils differ, even in th e different fields 
of the sam e farm . no general rule can 
tie given for fertilising, except to apply 
those elem ents in w hich the soil is de­ 
ficient, and this can lie ascertained 
ouly by tria l To oue sm all plat ta the 
field apply potash, to ano th er phos­ 
phoric acid, and to another nitrogen. 
Blam and cultivate all alike and on* 
sam e days. H ave all the p lats the 
same* size*, an d leave tw o or three of 
them unfertilized for com parison. Next 
year apply those elem ents th a t pro­ 
duced the best results as com pared 
w ith the unfertilized pktts. and in rel­ 
ative quantities proportional to the re­ 
sults. If the nitrogen plats gave tw ice 
the yield of the unfertilized plats, and 
the iKitash gave half as much increase 
as the ultragen and the phosphoric acid 
gave no increase, then let next y ear's 
fertilizer contain tw ice as much nitro­ 
gen as potash, and uo phosphate a t all. 
It is a m ost com m endable practice To 
add com m ercial fertilizers to barnyard 
m anure, as the m anure contains bulky 
m aterial th a t will hold m oisture and 
keep the fertilizers from being w asted 
by evaporation and by leaching. 
Ll buying fertilizers of the sam'* kind 
alw ays select those w hich ara timely 
puhcrized aud driest. Rem em ber th a t 
you buy by weight, and w hen you buy 
we» or m oist fertilizer you are paying 
a big price lier pound for m any pounds 
of w ater. Two sam ples of fertilize.* of 
equal purity m ay differ 50 to IOO per 
cent in value ou account of m oisture. 
Five sam ples of cotton seed hull ashes 
analyzed w ere found to contain 5 to Kl 
pounds of w ater to each IOO pounds. 
The potash varied from 0 to 28 pounds 
lier IOO pounds, aud phosphoric acid 
from 4 to 23 pouhds per IOO. O f eight 
sam ples of cotton seed m eal analyzed 
some contained 0 and others IO pounds 
of w ater in each IOO pounds, and the 
nitrogen ra ile d from 2 pounds iu oue 
sam ple to 8 in another lier IOO. A 
liquid fertilizer for house plat ts, sold 
at 25 cents per ta ttle , w as found to 
contain but 2 or 3 cents w orth of fer­ 
tilizing m atter. 


th e thousand-dollar m ark. E ven w ith 
field crofts th e profit is so sore an d so 
s m i t th a t Irrigated lands alw ays sell 
fo r from ten to oue hundred tim es s s 
m uch per acre as adjacent lands th a t 
a re not irrigated. O f SKI irrigators la 
K ansas, only six reported no profit. 
Irrigation has been highly profitable in 
even such rainy states a s New Jersey 
and Florida. 


D ilater B eetles.

In order to determ ine th e effect of 
“com pact” an d “loose” soil upon sand 
the horticultural studeut in the short 
course in agriculture a t M adison, W is., 
m ade the following experim ents: 
E ach student used ICN) w hite beaus 
divided iuto tw o equal lots. Before 
planting, the volum e of each lo t w as 
determ ined by pouring a given am ount 
of w a te r Into graduated tubes, an d 
noting th e difference In height of tile 
w ater w hen the beans are added. 
T hey w ere then drained aud a t once 
planted in tin ta x e s w ith tight covers. 
T he ta x e s w ere filled one-third w ith 
m oist garden soil, in w hich th e beans 
arere m ixed and the surface covered 
w ith a a inch of soil. The sam e op­ 
eration w as perform ed w ith the second 
lot, and in addition a sm all block of 
wood w as used to com press the soil 
about the beans. As c a d i student pre­ 
pared tw o lots, this gave KW cups, 
w hich w ere m arked w ith labels giving 
student’s nam e aud volume of beaus, 
T he cups w ere then placed for tw enty- 
four hours in a room a t a tem perature 
of 08 to TO degrees. Tin* volume of the 
lieans of each lot w as then determ ined 
w ith the follow ing resu lt’ T he aver­ 
age increase in volum e of the (leans in 
loose soil w as 40 lier cent, in com pact 
soil 71 per cent. P eter H enderson re­ 
lates in “H ardening for Profit’’ an ex­ 
perim ent in which not one seed In a 
thousand of celery, nor one in a hun­ 
dred of cabbage, started in strips of 
loose soil, while com pacted strips gave 
an excellent stand. The use of the feet 
o r roller is based on the sam e princi­ 
ple. In (Im* loose soil there are less 
points of contact of m oist earth w ith 
the seed, causing less w ater to lie ab ­ 
sorbed. a slow er germ ination, aud rn 
unfavorable condition for its liest de­ 
velopm ent.

energy ta coal is utilized in the most 
approved incandescent lam p, the prob­ 
lem h as had elem ents of interest, In a 
com m ercial as well as scientific sense. 
Not loug ago It w as announced th a t 
Dr. Jacques, an accom plished Boston 
electrician, had discovered the secret 
and had been enabled, by m eans of a 
peculiar battery’, to utilize 
from 80 
to 85 per rout of the initial energy 
of the carbon consum ed In tile cells. 
Now comes a w riter in the Sept cm ta r 
num ber pf the “ Engineering M agazine” 
w ith some alleged facts w hich are cal­ 
culated to dam pen the ardor of the 
electrical enthusiast. This w riter points 
out the fqet th a t W’hile 
but 
eight 
pounds of ‘Calimn is used ta the cells 
them selves in furnishing current for 
thirty Incandescent lam ps of sixteen 
candle-power each for nineteeeu hours, 
a quantity of coal, which he estim ates 
a t eighty pounds, is consumed iii tho 
furnace in producing the not low tem ­ 
perature of IMH! degrees Fahrenheit, in 
m elting the caustic soda elem ent and 
m aintaining the air blust. T his con­ 
sum ption of coal, the 
“Engineering 
M agazine” w riter assum es, w as re­ 
garded as negligible in the som ew hat 
rose-colored account of the alleged dis­ 
covery. If the critic’s prem ises 
are 
correct, it would seem th a t the a n ­ 
nouncem ent that the Boston electrician 
laid succeeded In evading the law oT 
the conservation 
of 
energy w as at 
least prem ature. 
At the sam e tim e the “Engineering 
M agazine” w riter m akes a statem ent 
which is fully as m arvelous as th at 
which lie criticises, and it will un- 
douhtodly m eet w ith its share of criti­ 
cism ta turn. Broadly stated, his con­ 
tention Is th a t modern gas-producing 
m ethods and appliances have virtually 
solved the vex**! problem, and th a t the 
desired result is reached In up-to-date 
gas works. According to his statem ent, 
20 per cent of Hie energy of coal is 
saved from the retorts, and the by­ 
products, which consist of coke used in 
the furnaces and sold, and coal ta r 
aud am m onia, produce enough to pay 
80 per cent of the entire coal bills. It 
Is certainly a less sentim ental m ethod 
of arriving at the result desired, but if 
the prem ises are correct, It is impossi­ 
ble to escape the conclusion. 
It should ta said, in explanation, 
perhaps. Hint the result Is m ade possi- 
ble by the m any uses which science 
has found for coal tar, once regarded 
as a nuisance aud perplexing factor by 
m anagers of gas works, the Improved 
methods of using the coke products un­ 
der the retorts, aud last, but not least, 
the saving of from 50c to Otic w orth of 
com m ercial am m onia from each gross 
ton of coal. W hile some allow ance 
m ust Im* made for 
the 
enthusiasm 
with which the w riter treats tile In­ 
dustry w ith which he is connected, it 
m ust be adm itted th a t he makes a 
fairly good case; a case which is a t 
least not weakened by Hie fact that 
the modern processes seem to improve 
the quality of the principal product.—

In seudlng this letter of 
notification of the great honor that has so 
Justly been confer* *d upon you by our 
party It Is needless for us to assure you 
that you have the confidence and esteem of 
all. Your spleudld abilities, know n Integrity, 
competency and eminent tit ness for the 
posttion justly entitle you to a high rank 
among the great statesmen of the nation. 
We feel that In the event of your election 
which now seems certain, ttiat you will 
carry Into the executive the principles of 
monetary reform, to the end that tlie peo­ 
ple shall enjoy better ludustrlul conditions.

Sii£KcationN 0 11 (hi* Value and I *«* 
Fertilizer*. 
Bulletin No. ”8 of Massachusetts sta­ 
tion contains a general discussion of 
fertilizers and gives several tables of 
analysis. Laws requiring tin* station 
to collect samples from retail dealers 
scattered over the state and to analyze 1 
these aud publish tin* results have 
brought aliout great care 011 tin* part 1 
of the manufacturers, and notable im­ 
provement in both tlu* composition and 
mechanical condition of fertilizers. As 
soils differ, even iu the different fields I 
ol* the same farm, no general rule can • 
lu* given for fertilizing, except to apply 
those elements in which the soil is de­ 
ficient, and this can lu* ascertained 
only by trial. To one small plat in ilie 
field apply potash, to another phos­ 
phoric acid, and to another nitrogen. 1 
Plant aud cultivate all alike and on 
same days. 
Have all tin* plats the 
same size, and leave two or three of 
them unfertilized for comparison. Next 
year apply those elements that pro- 1 
duoed the best results as compared 
with tlu* unfertilized plats, and in rel­ 
ative quantities proportional to the re- | 
suits. 
If the nitrogen plats gave twice 
tin* yield of tin* unfertilized plats, and 
tin* potash gave half as much imvease j 
as the nitrogen and tin* phosphoric to id 
gave no increase, then let next year's 
fertilizer contain twice as much 1 Itro- 
gen as potash, and no phosphate at all. 
It is a most commendable practice To 
add commercial fertilizers to barnyard 
manure, as tlu* manure contains bulky 
material that will hold moisture and j 
keep the fertilizers from being wasted 
by evaporation and by teaching. 
in buying fertilizers of tlu* sane* kit’d , 
always select those which are fi :ely ! 
pulverized and driest. Remember that ( 
you buy by weight, and when you buy j 
wet or moist fertilizer you are paying 
a b.g price per pound for many pounds 
of water. Two samples of fertilize.* of 1 
equal purity may differ 50 to 1<H> per 
cent iu value on account of moisture. 
Five samples of cotton seed hull ashes 
analyzed were found to contain 5 to It; 
pounds of water to each P hi pounds. 
The potash varied from U to US pounds 
per loo pounds, and phosphoric acid 
from -1 to 23 poutnls per P hi. 
Of eight 
samples of cotton seed meal analyzed 
some contained 0 and others lo pounds 
of water in each loo pounds, and the 
nitrogen varied from 2 pounds in one 
sample to N in another per loo. A 
liquid fertilizer for house plat ts. gold 
at 25 cents per bottle, was found to 
contain but 2 or 3 e« nts worth of fer­ 
tilizing matter. 


IiliN(«*r Itectlew 
M. V. Singeiiand in tlu* Rural New 
Yorker gives tin* following description 
of these beetles, which so often attack 
potato vines. 
He says: 
“These beetles were recognized us 
serious potato pests throughout tlu* 
country for many years before tie* ad 
vent of tlu* Colorado beetle ill tin* Last; 
but their outbreaks ure, usually, local 
uud 
irregular. The 
transformations 
which these beetles undergo are it* 
markable, both as to the changes in 
form and 
iu tlu* great 
nundier of 
changes, o n e mother may lay from 
1«h» to r»im> eggs; these sin* deposits in 
masses of aliout 130 In holes which she 
makes in tlu* ground, and then *are- 
fully covers with earth. 
I11 uImuu ten 
days long legged, active gruhs hatch 
from these eggs, and go running about 
on the ground searching for food. They 
are very fastidious in their diet, for 
nothing but grasshopper eggs will sat­ 
isfy them. Should more than one grub 
get into the same imd or mass of grass- 
hopper eggs a deadly conflict sooner or 
later ensues, until one alone remains 
as an example of the ‘survival of tin* 
iitest.’ The grubs fed on the eggs for 
several 
weeks, 
meanwhile 
passing 
through several quite different stag *s, 
finally reaching a pupa-like stage in 
which the winter is usually passed. In 
tlu* spring another grub stage comes 
from tin* pupa-like object; 111 is grub 
feeds lint little, and soon (‘liters tlu* 
true 
pupil 
stage, 
from 
which 
t lie 
beetles emerge in aliout a week. Tills 
complicated and interesting series < f 
changes is only a fair sample of the 
wonderful stories these, to many, in­ 
significant creatures -the insects have 
to tell to those who care to spend time 
with them. 
Thus these blister beetles are de­ 
cidedly beneficial as grubs destroying 
grasshopiH*rs’ eggs, and arc often very 
injurious to our crops as beetles; and 
it is a noteworthy fact that tlu* ImetleH 
arc always numerous the next season 
after a 
grasshopper year. This de­ 
pendence upon the grasshopper eggs 
for a living during their early stages 
explains their great variation in num­ 
bers from year to year. The beetles 
are ravenous feeders, and are thus ca­ 
pable of doing much damage iu a sh »rt 
time; tints we must be 011 the lookout 
for them aud be ready to tight them at 
once.

It lias a sharp peculiar smell, 
which seems very offensive to insects. 
1 can state from my own experience 
that a lien house painted in the interior 
with 
enrlKiiineum will be absolutely 
free from hen lice, mites, etc. 
We have lien* the positive assurance 
of a man who does not give such as­ 
surance lightly that buckwheat flour 
dusted upon the cabbage plant 
will 
stop the ravages of the cabbage worm, 
1 and that carliolineum if used to paint 
j the interior of a hen house will render 
! tlu* house absolutely fret* from hen lice, 
mites, etc. 
It is also stated, The au­ 
thority being given, that a fence board 
j saturated with carlxdiueum and set 
on edge will stop tlu* chinch bug in 
its passage. These are facts that It 
will be well to bear iu mind, and to 
| thank 
Mr. Ruscidmuc* in Ik*half of 
our readers for communicating them.

Several Western experiment stations 
have published tests in irrigations, 
it 
is found that irrigation by o i l . a Is and 
ditches costs from $2 to $lo for each 
acre supplied for construction of the 
canal, and about -SI an acre yearly to 
keep them in repair. Dams for reser­ 
voirs to catch and hold storm waters 
generally cost from $3 to If 1T» for each 
acre supplied, and the cost of keeping 
up repairs will be much less than in 
the case of canals. 
Of 545 pumping Irrigators who nn- 
s vered inquiries of the Kansas station, 
five 
used 
gasoline 
engines; 
twelve 
steam engines, sixteen horse-powers. 
and 512 used windmills. The average 
cost of horse-powers was $73.75; of 
windmills. $118.31; of steam engines, 
$2X3.12, and gasoline engines $485, in­ 
cluding pumps In all cases. The depth 
of tlu* w d ls varied from ten feet to 
240. The higher the water is raised, 
tlu* greater the power required. The 
same power will raise twenty-four 
times us much water ten f(*o( as 240 
foct in the same time. Where it is 
necessary to elevate the water only 
two or three feet, a hydraulic ram is 
the cheapest machine, and it requires 
neither power nor attendance to oper­ 
ate it. 
The profits of Irrigation are unques­ 
tionable. With garden and fruit crops 
the profits per acre often mount into

In order to determine tlie* effect of 
“compact” and “loose" soil upon seed 
the horticultural student in tlu* short 
course in agriculture at Madison, Wis.. 
made tlu* following experiments: 
Each student used Him white beaus 
divided into two equal lots. 
Before 
planting, tlu* volume of each lot was 
determined by injuring a given amount 
of water into graduated tubes, and 
noting tlu* difference in height of the 
water 
when the 
beans are added. 
They wen* then drained and at once 
planted in tin boxes with tight covers. 
The boxes were tilled one-third with 
moist garden soil, in which tlu* lieuns 
were mixed and tlu* surface covered 
with an inch of soil. The same op­ 
eration was performed with the second 
lot. and in addition a small block of 
wood was used to compress tltc soil 
aliout the lieans. 
As each student pre­ 
pared two lots, this gave l»ni cups, 
which were marked with laliels giving 
student's name and volume of lieans, 
Tlu* cups were then placed for twenty 
four hours iu a room at a temperature 
of t*8 to 7o degrees. Tlu* volume of the 
lieans of each lot was then determined 
with tin* following result* The aver­ 
age increase in volume of tlu* lieans in 
loose soil was 4t» per eelit. ill compact 
soil 71 per cent, 
l ’cter Henderson re­ 
lates in “Hardening for Profit" an ex­ 
periment in which not one seed iu a 
thousand of celery, nor one in a hun­ 
dred of cabbage, started in strips of 
loose soil, while compacted strips gave 
an excellent stand. The use of tin* l'eet 
or roller is based on tin* same princi­ 
ple. 
In tlu* loose soil there are It ss 
points of contact of umLst earth with 
tlu* seed, causing less water to be ab­ 
sorbed. a slower germination, and rn 
unfavorable condition for its best de­ 
velopment. 
Tlu* concensus of opinion is tlint a 
fiii«*. firm seed bed is preferable to a 
loose soil.

I over tin* metals at tin* rate of fifty 
miles an hour. 
When passing over a 
trestle a slight shock was felt. That 
was when tin* cougar was struck. 
The 
west bound 
passenger 
came 
along shortly afterwards and saw* the 
huge cat lying alongside 
the 
track, 
j with his left hind leg cut off. The en­ 
gineer reported tlu* matter to the train 
crew of 111 e east bound freight, No. Id, 
and the animal was picked up. 
It was 
found that its left hind leg had been 
cut off close to tin* body by tin* wheels 
of train No. 4. 
An examination of the vicinity dis­ 
c l o s e d that tin* panther was evidently 
on the track when the train came along 
and started to run ahead of tin* train 
in order to keep out of tlu* way. Find­ 
ing that the train was gaining on it, 
the animal turned and jumped toward 
tin* engine. Tin* fore f»*et struck the 
cowcatcher, but tlu* force of the col­ 
lision must have knocked all tin* tight 
out of tin* cougar.
